Many Socialist Leaders Oppose the May
Day Demonstration,

A UNANIMOUS TURNOUT IMPORRIBLE.

Official Circles Profess to Peel
Fear, But the Saldiors Will be
Held Readiness — A
Long List of Strikoes.

[ Cavgigirioht 1590 Ly the Neit York Amsisbated Preas.]
Brnuy, April 20.—The emperor has tele-
graphed  instructions to  Chatceollor von
Caprivi reganding the attitude of the authori-
tigs throughout the dountry townnds the Muy
day celebration. Reports from the populous
centers show that the authorities wiv in somio
pluces preparing to suppress any public dens-
vnsteations h_\' thie use of the 'iul!lh'r_\'. In
othet plilces they are cotifining thettiselves to
Issuing warnines aguinst excesses. The chan-
cellor has made arrangements to secure cons
corted aotion botween the various suthorities,
Although it is expected in oficial cireles
thut the day will puss over quietly, covery
precattion will be tiken for the prompt. sup-
pression of disovder,  The troops will be kept
withino thelr barracks in order to avold col-
Usion with those taking purt in the celobri-
tions, but they are ta boe ready i roguired,

The soctulist leaders here continue to influ-
ence the men agsiinst the suspension of work,
Bebel, Lichknecht and Singer, through the
central committee of the party, are actively
operating to prevent the  mauifestutions,
Nothing like a unanimous demonstration
throughout Germuny is now possible.  Large
nnmbers of men ave found everywhere who
differ with those desiriug  to muke demon-
steations.  The tendency among the work-
ingmen iu Beriin is to work hall a day in
Mauay,

The labor agltation, apart from May duay,
becomes more and more threatening,
opposed Lo the social reforws of the emporor
point to the growth of exeitvment among the
workingmen since the publivation of the Im.
perial rescripts. *

As the moment for the emperor’s journes to
Bremoen approached the cmploves on the rail-
wity on which he wits 1o travel struck for
higher wages, Men from other lines had to
work the trains,

The strikes that have taken place here this
weel include the shommakers, stonelayers,
coopiers,  sorewinakers, furniture polishers,
triadnmen, boxmikers, tinsmiths, locksmiths,
printers, machinists, copperstmiths, and a
number of minor trades, Reports  from
Fraukfort, Bresluu, Elberfeld and Homburg
show the strike mania universal,

An ominons feature of the shoemakers'
strike here has been the issue of 4 vielent
mwanifesto in which' the existing sociil ordor
is denpunced. The emporor’s rescripts are
attacked as useless. The workmen, as the
dominant foree, the manifesto says, onght to
overtim and reuovate mu-il-l_\'.

All the beer houses gnd restaurants having
space have been engaged for celebrations on
the evening of May 1, at which the police, if
the soclalist law is enforced, will be kept
lively.

The workingmen's societies ab Chemnity
have voted aedinst tiking part in the demm-
strations The Silesian miners have decided

to work a#s  usuul. Inm  Saar and
Buden the  day will  he  observed
s o half holiday, On the other hand, the

socinlists of Hamburg, Altani, Leipsiz and
Frankfort persist in organizing demonstra-
tlons, A muss wmeeting of Hamburg work-
men  held today contidered the proelamition
issued by the public compsunies and  leading

firms  decluving  thuat absiptocs on May
1 will be dismissmd.  Those present
at  the meeting  unanimously  resented
tne  proclumntion  and declded 1o take
4 hoeliduy, pledeing  themselves to

support any of the wen who suffer thvough
the dmployers’ edict.

As the police of Hamburg prohibit public
moeetings the trades huve areanged for excur-
sions and rural sports, where full vent will
be Fivon to the ideas regarding the eight-honr
work day, A number of firms here and in
othier centers are Joiting action in giving
